human head or a revolution¬ 
ary or civil war uniform. 

“We are interested in arti¬ 
cles that would contribute to 
the social and economic his¬ 
tory of Weakley County and 
the state. However, this is a 
professional organization de¬ 
voted to history which invol¬ 
ves a n area greater than 
Weakley County o r Tennes¬ 
see,” Mr. Hornoff said. 

Among the many articles 
now in the collection are sev¬ 
eral old record books, includ¬ 
ing home cures for man and 
animal, tax receipts, land 
deeds, amnesty papers, several 
family Bibles (in total and 
part), old plantation journals, 
books, and many personal it¬ 
ems including a pair of gold 
rimmed spectacles and an old 
curling iron. 

A display case to exhibit the 
artifacts will be located in the 
old physical sciences building, 
and will be made available to 
all students as well a s the 
general public. With the 
building of a new library, a 
special room will be set aside 
for the various items. 


A museum of history has 
been instituted at the Univer¬ 
sity o f Tennessee Martin 
Branch. 

Professors Langdon S. Ung¬ 
er and John Hornoff. of the 
History Section, have recently 
begun searching throughout 
West Tennessee in an effort 
to rediscover valuable as well 
as invaluable antiquities to be 
added to the new collection. 

These relics will have to be 
gathered in competition with 
other southern colleges and 
universities who are working 
on similar projects. 

Mr. Unger said that the stu¬ 
dents are showing tremendous 
interest and enthusiasm in re¬ 
trieving old artifacts, and in 
many cases they are able to 
tell of possible sources. “We 
ask that people do not presup¬ 
pose the value of old articles. 
We are invariably told that 
some articles are worthless 
when they would have great 
value to the archives.” 

Vice President Paul Meek 
and the entire administration 
have given hearty approval to 
the project, partly because of 
its aiding graduate students 
and partly in the interest of 
tracing family trees. 

Mr Unger said he was con¬ 
fident that a great amount of 
material has not yet been un¬ 
covered and is lying in an old 
attic waiting to be discovered. 
If people are sentimentally at¬ 
tached to any of these items, 
the best way to preserve them 
is to place them in a safe place 
on a university campus where 
they will be protected and 
kept intact. 

“One of the greatest prob¬ 
lems faced in collecting mater 
ials is getting the elderly, who 
possess much of them, to part 
with them, because they are 
of sentimental value.” Mr. Un¬ 
ger said. He pointed out that 
succeeding generations might 
lose this sentiment and get 
rid of the “junk.” With this 
idea in mind, it seems that a 
great number of people might 
either lend for a long period 
of time or donate the objects 
to the project. 

Both professors Hornoff and I 
Unger agree they are most 
interested in diaries. letters, 
and books are of secondary im 
portance. Mr. Hornoff stated 
that he is rather interested in

Indica¬ 
tions point towards a record- 
breaking attendance at the 
homecoming game with Delta 
State. 

The Vols have won three 


games and lost two. They beat 
Arkansas State Teachers, Aus¬ 
tin Peay State, and Missouri 
Mines before they lost to Mur¬ 
ray State and Livingston State. 

The first three games were 
hard earned victories for the 
Vols. The Murray game was 
a close one and we’ll concede 
that one t o the Thorough¬ 
breds. However, the Living¬ 
ston State contest I’ll have to 
concede to the officials. 
Those of us who saw the game 
couldn’t believe our eyes. The 
Vols were penalized 18 times 
for 145 yards. I talked with 
the Livingston coach after the 
game and he admitted that it 
was the poorest officiating he 
had ever seen. I could go on 
and on and on about the in¬ 
excusable and incompetent of¬ 
ficials, but I won’t. The Vols 
have a high hurdle to jump 
this weekend. They were high 
ly touted at the beginning of 
the season. They swept their 
first three games. The loss to 
Murray State was sad, but not 
disheartening.

We’ll know 
after the Delta State game on 
Saturday whether or not we 
had our boys pegged right at 
the first of the season.

Early in the first quarter 
the UTMB backfield fumbled 
the ball on their own 22 and 
Livingston recovered and 
drove to score a touchdown. 
The remainder o f the first 
half was a defensive battle for 
both teams. 

The Vols opened the second 
half with a 62 yard drive for 
a touchdown by fullback Dar 
rel Smith who caught a 2 yard 
pass from quarterback Bill 
Watson. The attempt for ex¬ 
tra points failed and the score 
was knotted at 6-6 

The Livingston State Tigers 
blocked a UTMB punt on a 
bad pass from center and re¬ 
covered in the end zone for a 
safety. Later in the same 
quarter Tiger fullback Tom 
Abston ran 25 yards around 
left end for a TD. Tom Cog 
gins’ kick was good and Liv 
ingston had 15 points to the 
Vols’ six.
